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| Theloſs on our fide was not inconfiderable, there having been 
S. in this Action above 400 men killed and wounded, and many 
| of them Officers and Perſons. of note, -and amongſt others Sir 
Henry Fones, who that Night waited upon his Grace as a Yo- 
luntier, and was unfortunately ſhot dead in the Trenches with Þ 
a Bullec chrough the Throar, ar.che firſt great diſcharge of the | 
Enemy, as the Sally was made. Our mea ſtill coftinued cher 
Works to make a Communication berween the Trenches and 
the Half-Moon, whilſt the Enemy recrenched themſelves on 
the other end of it. In working we diſcovered a Mine, in 
which was Six Barrels of Powder, ready to be fired : By Ele- 
ven of the Clock the Line of Communication was fiaiſhed, 
when on aſuddena Mine ſprang on the Right-hand, by which, 
above' 50 men were killed, with a Captain, and an Enſign, 
which was immediately followed by a Sally from:crhe Town, 
who fell upon our men with a number ſo far exceeding ours, " | 
that they were forced to give ground 5; whereupon the Duke - . 
immediately ſent away a party of the Grand Muskettiers to go 
and make good that Poſt ; but the Enemy were already m 
polſeſhon, and nor eaſe to be diſlodged, when his Grace with 
_ an undanted courage, and a reſolution befitting.the occaſion, 
reſolved ro go himſelf in Perſon co endeayor the recovery of 
theſe Poſts, being onely attended . by about a dozen Englith 
Voluntiers, Perſons of Quality 5z with this Company , his 
Graee too impatient to paſs by the ordinary way of the SallyPort, 
leaped over the Works, and through a ſtorm of Shot thar fell 
on all fides, marched along the Paliſadoes, and paſſed through 
a Sally-Port of the Enemies to come to the Half- Moon, which 
he aw the Soldiers forſaking, not being longer able co main- 
rain it, till he wich his preſence encouraged them to return, | 
which they did with new vigor , and being follpwed by whac 
force they could rally up in the Trenches ; 'the Enemy 
was the ſecond time beaten off, thongh not withone the 
loſs of ſeveral Officers and Soldiers which were wounded and | 
{lain in greater numbers, then ar the Night Actack, Monſieur | 1 
d'Artagnas , Captain of the Grand Muskettiers, was killed, as 
' he ſtood near his Grace, wich a Shot through his Reins, and 
Captain O Brien was Shot in the Leg. The Kings Musket- 
tiers, who behaved themſelves with excraordinary gallantry 
(as indeed all in general did) were moft killed and wounded : 
And now came 400 Men from the Camp to reinforce us , 
though we had not any farther occaſion for themz for the Dake

In theſe Attacks 700 Men, together 
with Officers were killed and wounded, OR 
The other Arrack commanded by Monſieur X/#ztal, had 
not the like ſucceſs, though it was managed with all the cou- 
rage gent anos imaginable,his Men having gained che Halt- 
Moon, were again beaten off with rhe loſs of 500 killed and woug- 
ded. | 
The Twenty fifth at Nighe , and the next day, was employed in For- 
tifying our ſelves in onr new Toſts, and preparing for a new Atcack , 
which was refolv:d to be made the Tuelday following, and accordingly 
the Count de Lorge, and le Chevalier de Foxrilles, whoſe day it was, 
had Orders to make two ſeveral Attzcks, our Cannon having as well this 
day as the day before, fired very fucioufly upon the Enemy, and very 
much Battered their Fortifications , where the Attacks were intended to

the other ſide, who after a hor diſpute, made himſelf Maſter of the

Our-Works; Some of the Priſoners ſaid,that the Governor himfelf Com- 


manded in the Out-Works, the better to encourage his Men, and that he 
- ran great danger of being taken Priſoner ; This done, our Work was to 


ſecure our ſelves in our new Acquilition , which had coſtus this day, 
about 400 Men, 

Wedneſday Night the Duke of Monmonth Relieved the Count de Lorge, 
and Monſieur oval the Chevalier de Foartille, who advanced ſomes 
what farther , till within 10 or 15 Yards of the Ditch, which was dry, 
there being nothing between vs and the Town, but this Ditch, and the
